“The US Postal Bulletin for September 24 has some changes 
with IRC redemption. 
US ISSUED IRCs issued before 2002 [the old smaller style 
coupons] may be redeemed for 1¢ less than the issue price 
until October 10th. 
US ISSUED IRCs with an expiration date of 12/31/06 may 
be redeemed for 1¢ less than the issue price until 
September 1, 2008 
NON-US ISSUED IRCs of either the old style issued before 
2002 or with a 12/31/06 expiration date may no longer be 
redeemed.” 
This is all covered in US Postal Bulletin 22215 dated 9-13-07, 
pages
